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Anger at posh RAC’s plans to build on greenbelt land 

DRIVING US MAD 



An exclusive and extremely 
wealthy private club has come 
under attack for claiming it needs 
to build on greenbelt land to pay 
for repairs to a historic wall and 
cottage. 

The members-only Royal Auto¬ 
mobile Club (RAC), based at 
Woodcote Park, Epsom, has also 
been criticised for not doing more 
for the community where it is 
based. 

The club has applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to build two six 
bedroom homes on 2.3 acres of 
greenbelt land it owns on the 
Ridge, claiming it needs the 
money to restore a Grade II listed 
wall and gardeners’ cottage. 

Not only has this angered envi¬ 
ronmental campaigners and local 
residents who believe any devel¬ 
opment on this protected land 
should be blocked, but others are 
mystified why the club, which 
spent more than £lm remodelling 
its restaurant recently and is 
stumping up £24m for a huge rede¬ 
velopment, has not bothered to 
maintain the historic wall and 
gardeners’ cottage. 

Some accuse the club of 
using them now as a cyni¬ 
cal bargaining chip to 
persuade the council’s 
planning committee 
to allow the 
greenbelt devel¬ 
opment. 

The outline 
planning applica¬ 
tion is part of a 
£24m masterplan

submitted to Epsom Council that 
involves the creation of a luxury 
spa, a motoring heritage wing, a 
new golf driving range, plus a new 
children’s area including a swim¬ 
ming pool. 

Surrey County Councillor Tina 
Mountain, who declared a person¬ 
al interest because she lives in the 
Ridge, said permission to build 
the homes would set a dangerous 
precedent. 

Coun Mountain said: “It’s a bit 
of a shock that they are even con-

sidering a development that goes 
against everything we in Epsom 
stand for. The residents of Epsom 
do not want to lose the greenbelt.” 

Given the £24m it plans to spend 
on the redevelopment, she said: 
“If they are quite happy to get all 
the money together for that, why 
can’t they get money together to 
repair the listed wall? 

“Why should the people of 
Epsom suffer for it? Once the 
greenbelt’s gone, it’s gone. We 
have to fight for that.” 

Coun Mountain said she was 
not aware of the RAC doing any¬ 
thing for the community, 
except providing employment. 
Residents Association 
Epsom Councillor Liz 
Frost, who declared an 
interest because she 
lives in Warren Hill, 
said she was not aware 
of the RAC supporting 
local community or¬ 
ganisations. 

She said: “Generally, it is dis¬ 


appointing the RAC had not been 
maintaining the wall and cot¬ 
tage because it has a re¬ 
sponsibility to do this. 

“It is disturbing that over 
the years it has let them 
get to this state because 
they should have been 
maintained as they go 
along.” 

When asked to explain 
exactly what it has done for 
the community, the club 
said it funded a flagpole in Epsom 
town centre, supported a fun day, 
recruited staff locally and 2,500 of 
its members live within five miles. 

In one objection submitted to 
the council, Adam Wilson, of 
Kingsdown Road, said a small 
levy on RAC members should 
fund the repairs. 

He said: “This is a cynical appli¬ 
cation, using ‘enabling develop¬ 
ment’ as a smokescreen for a 
wealthy club to avoid its duty in 
its maintenance obligations for 
the walled garden.” 

While recognising the redevel¬ 
opment could bring economic 
benefits to the community, Robert 
Austen, from the Epsom Civic 
Society, said only the “most afflu¬ 
ent” members of society belong to 
the club. 

Mr Austen said: “In addition to 
forming an unfortunate prece¬ 
dent, the proposal to build within 
the greenbelt provides no com¬ 
pelling benefits to the wider com¬ 
munity, and seems simply to 
underline the club’s failure to 
maintain the listed garden walled 
garden and gardener’s cottage, 
while assisting in providing addi¬ 
tional facilities within the master- 
plan.”

Police talk down man on roof

A man climbed on to the roof 
of a mental health wing at 
Epsom Hospital last week. 

An Epsom fireman said the 
service was called to reports 
of a man on top of the single¬ 
storey roof of Langley wing at 
1.30pm on October 16. 

An ambulance was also at 
the scene and was on standby 
for 15 minutes until police 
talked the man down. 

Surrey and Borders Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation 
Trust treats inpatients in 
three mental health wards 
at Epsom Hospital, with about 
30 patients on average in 
its Langley wing at any one 
time. 

At the end of June, two pa¬ 
tients with violent pasts de¬ 
tained under the Mental 
Health Act escaped from one 
of its wards. 

This came less than two 
months after another of its 


patients, Adam Withers, 20, 
from a different ward at the 
site also run by the trust, 
managed to climb a high 
chimney nearby before falling 
to his death. 

A Surrey Police spokeswom¬ 
an said the incident happened 
at 1pm and that the man was 


“located on the roof of a first- 
storey property”. 

She said: “At about 1.45pm 
the man was brought to a 
place of safety by officers.” 

Jo Young, director of quality 
at Surrey and Borders, said: 
“We can confirm that a 
gentleman gained access to 


the low level roof of Fenby 
ward on the site of Epsom 
General Hospital yesterday 
afternoon [October 16]. 

“The emergency services 
were called and the gentle¬ 
man was brought to safety.” 

When asked whether the 
gentleman was a patient at 


the Langley wing, a 
spokeswoman said: “We are 
unable to provide you with 
any further details for confi¬ 
dentiality reasons.” 

The trust refused to say 
whether an investigation had 
been launched into the inci¬ 
dent “due to confidentiality”.

But Michael Bedingfield, head 
of communications at the club, 
said: “It has been challenging 
over the past 40 years to sustain 
an economically viable use for 
the walled garden. 

“We now have an opportunity 
to re-establish a sustainable use 
and restore the garden, made 
possible by sale of the two en¬ 
abling plots. 

“We very much hope that 
we will be supported in this 
once-in-a-generation opportuni¬ 
ty to breathe life back into a 


historic part of the estate. 

“Having been at Woodcote 
Park for over 100 years, we are 
keen to continue being good 
neighbours and being involved 
in the community, once again 
being delighted to play a part in 
Epsom and Ewell Family Fun 
Day.” 

The RAC said the cost of the 
walled garden repair and sale of 
the “enabling plots” would not 
be known until the decision on 
planning permission. 

It insisted the proposals would 
not set a precedent and recog¬ 
nised the sensitivity of the 


greenbelt site and the impor¬ 
tance of conserving heritage 
assets. 

It said: “The club is not a profit 
making business and the money 
raised by the sale of the enabling 
plots will be used entirely to re¬ 
store the listed walled garden 
and gardener’s cottage.” 

The consultation on the plans 
has closed. 

The council confirmed that no 
date has yet been set for the 
plans to be considered.

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Breeder distraught as robber attacks family and runs off with dog worth £16,000 


Rare bulldog snatched by thief

A dog breeder has been left 
traumatised after a thief, pos¬ 
ing as a buyer, snatched a 
rare lilac-coloured bulldog, 
worth up to £16,000, from 
her home and attacked her 
family. 

The woman, who insisted 
on anonymity to protect her 
other animals, said the 
shocking incident took place 
at her home in Tadworth on 
Friday evening, when she 
was with her teenage daugh¬ 
ter and adult niece. 

She has run a dog breeding 
and selling business as a 
hobby for a number of years 
and, after three years of ge¬ 
netic research, one of her 


bulldogs finally gave birth to 
a lilac-coloured puppy, Lila. 

One of a litter of four pup¬ 
pies, she advertised them for 
sale online last week - but did 
not say how much Lila is 
worth. 

She received a phone call on 
Friday at about 5pm from a 
man who called himself 
“James”. He said he was 
eager to see Lila and would 
drive down from Birming¬ 
ham and be there in two 
hours. 

Within minutes of arriving 
at her address at about 8pm, 
he “started acting a bit 
weird” and then asked if he 
could hold Lila. 

She said: “He was holding 
Lila and ran to the door. My 
niece and daughter and I 
tried to stop him and he start¬ 
ed kicking and punching us.” 


When he took Lila outside a 
dark grey Audi A3 with its 
doors and windows open was 
waiting. 

At the wheel was a white 
man wearing a cap. “James” 
jumped in and the woman 
said she just managed to get 
her daughter out of the way 
before it reversed backwards 
and sped out of the road - 
clipping her daughter as it 
did so. 

The car was found aban¬ 
doned and with a flat tyre in 
nearby Ashurst Road, Tad- 
worth, by police the next day.

Dealer jailed after police get a Kinder surprise 


A man has been jailed for five 
years after he hid drugs in a 
Kinder egg and a gun in his 
sock at his home. 

Warren Christopher, of 
Chavecroft Terrace, Epsom, 
pleaded guilty to seven of¬ 
fences - two counts of pos¬ 
sessing a class A drug with 
intent to supply, possessing a 
firearm without a certificate, 


possessing a firearm when 
prohibited, possessing am¬ 
munition without a firearm 
certificate, and two counts of 
possessing class A drugs. 
These were all found at his 
home. 

Surrey Police searched his 
home on August 9 in re¬ 
sponse to intelligence from 
the community. 


On seeing officers arriving 
at the address, Christopher 
ran off, but was questioned 
and interviewed three days 
later. 

Police officers found drug 
wraps, some of which were 
located inside a yellow 
Kinder egg container in the 
kitchen.

Dr Yeoh is accused of using 
secret cameras to film pa¬ 
tients and colleagues at 
Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals and St Anthony’s Hospi¬ 
tal in North Cheam. 

The offences were said to 
have been committed be¬ 
tween January 1, 2011, and 
April 15, 2014. 

Dr Yeoh and his wife will 
appear in court on November 
25. 

Ms Sng was charged on 
September 25.

New flight paths being tested 
by Heathrow are not the rea¬ 
son for an increase in com¬ 
plaints about planes flying 
over Epsom, it has emerged. 

The Epsom Guardian has 
been contacted by residents 
who say they have recently ex¬ 


perienced an increase in the 
number of airplanes flying 
over the town. 

One said: “I appreciate we 
are under the flight path for 
helicopters, which are few and 
far between, but recently 
there has been a marked in¬ 
crease in the volume of air¬ 
planes rising over Epsom, 
which I assume can be at¬ 
tributed to the new flight 
paths being tested at 


Heathrow. 

“Given the town has up to 
now been fairly noise-free 
from the air, it’s a great shame 
our peace can be disturbed 
from the early hours to late at 
night without any consulta¬ 
tion or input from the 
residents.” 

Michele Barbour said: “I too 
have noticed an increase in 
flights over Epsom and hope 
they are due to the Heathrow

trials, which I understand are 
due to close early in Novem¬ 
ber rather than the original 
closure date of January 2015 
as a result of a public petition. 

“I was surprised at the 
amount of aircraft that flew 
over Epsom at fairly low 
heights when I moved here 
from Worcester Park 18 
months ago and so have been 
further disappointed by the in¬ 
crease. 

“Hope it reduces soon.” 

Gladys Saunders added: 
“Not only are there many 
more during the day, but well 
after 11 pm and before 6am in 
the morning. I only hope this 
isn’t to become the norm.” 

But a spokeswoman for 
Heathrow said while some de¬ 
parture and arrival routes to 
and from Heathrow airport do 
fly over Epsom, it is not affect¬ 
ed by any of the future 
airspace trial routes. 

She said: “Epsom is not af¬ 
fected by the trials and is af¬ 
fected by normal operations - 
mainly by arriving aircraft 
and by being located near a 
holding stack.” 

The trials are part of the 
Government’s plans to mod¬ 
ernise the country’s airspace 
and improve the airspace 
around Heathrow. 

Earlier this month it an¬ 
nounced that it will be ending 
the trials next month, instead 
of at the end of January 2015, 
as originally planned.

Helipad plan grounded 


Plans to build a helipad in the 
grounds of a private estate 
alongside the M25 have been 
thrown out by a council. 

There are already several 
helipads in the affluent area, 
but residents raised concerns 
over additional helicopter 
noise and possible crashes. 

Kingswood Hall estate had 
drawn up plans for heli¬ 
copters to land and take off 
from its grounds in Margery 
Wood Lane, Lower 
Kingswood. 

But Reigate and Banstead 
Council has refused to issue a 
certificate of lawfulness be¬ 
cause it does not see the 
helipad as permitted develop¬ 
ment. The council said the 
proposed helipad was outside 
the “curtilage” of the house, 
which refers to the land sur¬ 
rounding the property. 


Tony Taylor, chief execu¬ 
tive of Commercial Drawing 
Services, said his client was 
deciding whether to appeal 
against the refusal. 

Mr Taylor said: “They reck¬ 
on it’s outside the curtilage, 
but we think it’s not outside 
the curtilage. It’s unusual for 
a certificate of lawfulness to 
be refused.” 

A resident, from Heath 
Close in Banstead, welcomed 
the refusal. 

She said: “I’m delighted be¬ 
cause we do get a lot of heli¬ 
copters over here and they 
are quite noisy. I hope any¬ 
thing in the future is 
squashed as well.” 

Surrey County Councillor 
Bob Gardner had raised con¬ 
cerns over noise and the heli¬ 
pad’s close proximity to the 
M25 and National Trust land. 
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Councillor 
calling for 
a school 

Tina Mountain, Surrey 
County Councillor for Epsom 
Town and Downs, believes a 
new primary school should 
be created on the Upper High 
Street development site in 
Epsom town centre. 

She said: “Epsom Council 
plans another 150 plus homes 
for the Upper High Street 
development. 

“This means 150 more fami¬ 
lies to be homed - wonderful 
- but where will their chil¬ 
dren go to school? 

“Every child is entitled to a 
school place, but are they not 
also entitled to go to a local 
school where their friends 
will be local, where hopefully 
they can walk to school? 

“How can this Residents’ 
Association-run council 
[Epsom Council] keep allow¬ 
ing more homes without con¬ 
sidering the infrastructure - 
schools, doctors, even water 
and drains? 

“Epsom Council, please 
allow the county to build a 
school on the Upper High 
Street development before 
you build any more homes.” 

In response to Coun Moun¬ 
tain’s call for a new school, 
an Epsom Council 
spokesman said: “School 
place planning is the respon¬ 
sibility of the county council. 

“SCC has never proposed a 
new school for this site which 
is earmarked for residential 
and retail development.”

Angry parents are looking to 
Surrey County Council (SCC) 
for answers after being told 
plans to expand three schools 
have been put on hold. 

To combat a shortage in the 
number of primary school 
places in Epsom and Ewell, 
SCC announced plans, in its 
school organisation consulta¬ 
tion to make three schools in 
the borough - West Ewell In¬ 
fant School and Nursery, 
Ewell Grove Infant and Nurs¬ 
ery School and Danetree Ju¬ 
nior School - “through” 
primary schools so that they 
would include students from 
the age of four to 11. 

It was proposed that this 
would be a staged process 
starting in September next 
year. 

But the Epsom Guardian 
has been contacted by a num¬ 
ber of parents in the past 
week, who said they have 
been “devastated” by SCC’s 
announcement that the pro¬ 
posals are unlikely to go 
ahead. 

One parent, who already 
has a child at one of the 
schools mentioned in the 
consultation, said that within 
the past month, parents had 


been told they would need to 
make alternative arrange¬ 
ments, as SCC had not had 
enough time to conduct ecol¬ 
ogy, residents and transport 
surveys, meaning the propos¬ 
als would not go ahead. 

The parent is a mother of a 
child born in 2009 - a “bulge 
year”, the current year 1 that 
has created the shortage of 
school places in the area. 

She said a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the issue was scheduled 
for October 8, but this was 
postponed and she cannot 
understand why SCC “cannot 
or will not” complete the 
reorganisation in time for 


when the bulge year will 
need to move into year 3. 

The parent, who wished to 
remain anonymous, said: 
“Everyone is anxious. We 
thought it was a done deal. 

“It’s really hit a nerve with 
a lot of parents. 

“They have started a peti¬ 
tion and want to get answers 
to see if parent power can 
override the system. 

“We feel like we have al¬ 
most been abandoned and 
left in the dark. We can’t do 
anything about it.” 

She said the schools in 
the area, already oversub¬ 
scribed, will inevitably 


become even more stretched 
as the bulge year children are 
slotted into primary schools 
across the borough, some of 
which already have five or 
more classes per year and 
classes of up to 40 children. 

The parent added: “We will 
need to travel on completely 
over-loaded roads, twice a 
day, when our local school is 
within walking distance of 
our homes.” 

Asked to respond to the 
concerns, a Surrey County 
Council spokeswoman said it 
would be writing to parents 
this week “to explain the cur¬ 
rent state of play”. 


She said: “No decisions 
have yet been made and we 
are still looking at a range of 
options which will be consid¬ 
ered by the cabinet member 
for schools and learning in 
due course. 

“A public consultation on 
the proposals will follow. 

“Every child in Epsom and 
Ewell will get a school place 
next September, despite an 
unprecedented demand that 
means Surrey is facing a 
£215m funding shortfall to 
provide the necessary 13,000 
extra places needed over the 
next five years across all the 
boroughs and districts.”

A man has slammed the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
for being “complicit in the 
wrongdoing of nursing 
homes” after he said it failed 
to inform the public that a 
care home employing illegal 
immigrants had failed a 
number of key standards. 

Clive Morris, 44, from 
Epsom, contacted the Epsom 
Guardian, after moving his 
elderly mother out of Firtree 
House Nursing Home, based 
in Fir Tree Road, Banstead. 

He said the home’s numer¬ 
ous failings - including being 
severely understaffed - were 
behind his decision. 

But he is concerned that the 
CQC, the body charged with 
inspecting health and social 
care services across the 
country, did not properly 
communicate the home’s 
shortcomings to its residents 
and their relatives. 

In February this year, the 
home was inspected by the 
CQC in response to concerns. 

It failed in all areas inspect¬ 
ed - care and welfare of peo¬ 
ple, medicines management, 
staffing, and notification of 
the death of a resident. 

In May, the CQC visited it 


again in response to concerns 
about food, but found it was 
meeting its nutritional stan¬ 
dards standard. 

Mr Morris said the CQC 
misled residents and rela¬ 
tives of the home by not pub¬ 
lishing these reports on its 
website until last month - 
after Mr Morris complained - 
while leaving up an inspec¬ 
tion report from last June 
that found it had met all the 
key standards assessed. 

Mr Morris said: “The CQC 
is not fit for purpose. 

“My mother was in there 
for a year. The nursing home 
is rubbish. 

“When you have good re¬ 
views up, relatives will think 
‘it is just me, I’m being 
over-sensitive’. 

“In effect, they are complic¬ 
it in the wrongdoing of nurs¬ 
ing homes. They are a 
toothless watchdog. 

“When a nursing home has 
failed all of its checks, it 
should be obliged that all rel¬ 
atives of residents there 
should be notified of this.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
CQC said: “We realise this in¬ 
formation is very important 
to residents and their fami¬ 
lies, so we aim to publish re¬ 
ports as soon as we can 
following an inspection. 

“There is a legal process we 
have to follow before we can 
publish a report - and this 
takes time. 


“We aim to publish reports 
within six-to-eight weeks of 
an inspection, but sometimes 
it can take longer than that. 

“Where concerns are iden¬ 
tified these are raised with 
the provider as soon as possi¬ 
ble and shared with the local 
authority commissioning 
and safeguarding teams 
where necessary to enable 
them to take any action 
they need to take to protect 
residents.” 

On Firtree’s page on the 
CQC website, it currently 
states: “We are carrying out 
checks at Firtree House 
Nursing Home using our new 
way of inspecting services. 

“We will publish a report

when our check is complete.” 

Salim Jiwa, the owner of 
Firtree, admitted there had 
been “issues”, but insisted 
they have now been resolved. 

He said the home’s matron 
was “burnt-out” and and she 
left by mutual consent. 

On top of this, half of the 
carers - six of a team of 12 - 
were required to leave in 
February after it was discov¬ 
ered they had been working 
in the UK illegally. 

He said: “There were no is¬ 
sues with the quality of care 
the carers were providing. 

“They were working under 
forged documents. 

“Despite vigorous checks 
we did not detect they 
were false and the Home 
Office told us this was not 
something we could have 
recognised. 

“What that created was a 
temporary staff shortage and 
in this state we had the CQC 
inspection in February. 

“But since July, we have 
had a new matron and are 
fully-staffed.” 

Mr Jiwa said he does not be¬ 
lieve there are any cultural 
problems in employing so 
many carers from abroad and 
said British-born staff are ex¬ 
tremely difficult to recruit. 

Mr Jiwa said other new im¬ 
provements include a regu¬ 
lar patient feedback audit 
and a residents’ meeting and 
constant staff training. 



Syria death -MI6 questions 


Claims that MI6 “did not 
want” a doctor returned from 
a Syrian jail to the UK have 
been made at an inquest into 
his death. 

The coroner’s court also 
heard his grief-stricken fami¬ 
ly believed the Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office (FCO) 
was “dithering” in the weeks 
after his capture in Novem¬ 
ber 2012. 

Dr Abbas Khan, 32, who 
had worked at the elective or¬ 
thopaedic centre at Epsom 
Hospital, travelled to war- 
torn Syria to save injured 
civilians. He was arrested in 
Aleppo, tortured and held in 
captivity until his death on 
December 16,2013. 

His family are adamant he 
was murdered, but Syrian 
authorities claim he hung 
himself, just days before his 
promised release. 


His brother Dr Afroze Khan 
told the Epsom Guardian last 
Tuesday: “I gave some evi¬ 
dence that I was told by an in¬ 
dividual, who also gave 
evidence, that MI6 had inti¬ 
mated that they did not want 
my brother to be returned.” 

The following day the coro¬ 
ner’s court, at the Royal 
Courts of Justice in London, 
heard about the FCO’s efforts 
to find Dr Khan after he went 
missing. 

The country’s most senior 
coroner, Peter Thornton, 
read out an email sent by Dr 
Afroze Khan on December 7, 
two weeks after his brother 
was detained expressing the 
family's frustration about 
what it was doing. 

The inquest continues.

Campaigners against a contro¬ 
versial care home have dis¬ 
missed a meeting held by the 
developer on the plans as “tosh” 
and said it was a complete waste 
of time. 

The Goodman Group organ¬ 
ised a meeting last Thursday 
about its second planning appli¬ 
cation for a care home with 150 
rooms on Nescot College’s land 
in Reigate Road. 

The group is also appealing to 
the Planning Inspectorate after 
Epsom Council rejected its 
original plans for being “over¬ 
bearing” and “bulky” with insuf¬ 
ficient parking and no affordable 
rooms. 

Under the revised plans, the 
building is set further back from 
the main roads and more trees 
have been added. But many resi¬ 
dents remain concerned about 


its size, traffic, parking issues 
and loss of green space. 

The meeting was organised by 
the Goodman Group, which said 
it was doing it to inform resi¬ 
dents of “what is happening and 
why”, but refused to allow the 
press to be present to report on 
what it is proposing. 

Lindy and Stuart Seymour, 
who live opposite the site in

All it has 
taken into account in putting in 
this second application is the 
three stumbling points still out¬ 
standing with the first.”

The Goodman Group was 
contacted for a comment, but 
has yet to respond.

A step too far for elderly 
and disabled commuters

A station with 101 steps is a 
virtual no-go zone for the el¬ 
derly and disabled, according 
to campaigners demaning 
step-free access. 

Many elderly people, par¬ 
ents with pushchairs and 
passengers with heavy lug¬ 
gage find getting to the plat¬ 
forms at Stoneleigh station 
difficult, if not impossible. 

The situation is so bad that 
the train companies have had 
to lay on a free taxi service to 
take people to Worcester 
Park if they cannot make it. 

Now Stoneleigh and Auriol 
Residents’ Association, coun¬ 
cillors and residents have 
started a campaign to get 
step-free access. 

Residents’ Association (RA) 
Councillor Mike Teasdale, 
who represents Stoneleigh, 
said they have opened discus¬ 
sions with South West Trains 
and a site meeting is expected 
to take place later this 
month. 

Coun Teasdale said lifts 
could be introduced or a 
walkway could be created 
under the station in order to 
make it more accessible for 
the disabled and infirm. 

He said the station has a 
total of 101 steps - including 
steps at both entrances and 
steps down to the platform - 
and suggested that lifts or an 
underground walkway could 
be introduced. 

He said: “The situation is 
very difficult for those with 
walking difficulties, for the 


elderly, for those with young 
children, buggies, as well as 
those travellers with cases. 

“In addition there are many 
persons who use the station 
steps to go from one side of 
the railway to the other 

“We have passengers using 
the station not only from the 


Stoneleigh area, but from 
Ewell Court and Cuddington 
and those areas are fully 
aware of the current difficul¬ 
ties and many have pledged 
their support for our 
campaign.” 

Natalie Rogers, chairman of 
Stoneleigh and Auriol RA, 


welcomed the meeting with 
South West Trains as “an im¬ 
portant first step in this im¬ 
portant campaign”. 

Ms Rogers said: “We know 
from our residents especially 
those with reduced mobility, 
the disabled and also people 
with children, heavy luggage 
or shopping and some more 
elderly people just cannot use 
Stoneleigh station at all. 

“Our residents have seen 
step-free access being in¬ 
stalled at the next station on 
the line Worcester Park and 
at Epsom station and now ex¬ 
pect that it is about time 
Stoneleigh station was made 
completely accessible from 
entrance to platform.” 

She said the “extremely 
busy” station had about 
1,168,672 passenger entries 
and exits in 2010-11 and com¬ 
muter numbers are expected 
to increase due to platform 
extensions. 

But a South West Trains- 
Network Rail Alliance 
spokesman said there are no 
current plans to make 
Stoneleigh step free. 

He said: “Most of the rail 
network was built many gen¬ 
erations ago when the needs 
of disabled passengers were 
regrettably not taken into ac¬ 
count. We are committed to 
helping passengers with re¬ 
duced mobility and those 
using Stoneleigh station who 
are unable to access the plat¬ 
forms are currently offered a 
free taxi service to Worcester 
Park, which is just over a 
mile away, when they book 
travel assistance through our 
dedicated passenger assis¬ 
tance helpline.”

Delivering the 100th baby 
for £318k birthing centre

A £318,000 birthing centre 
that opened seven months 
ago has welcomed its 100th 
baby. 

The centre, at Epsom Hos¬ 
pital, welcomed its first ar¬ 
rival on the day it opened in 
March. 

Complete with birthing 
pools and en-suite bath¬ 
rooms, it has been designed 
so women who have had 
problem-free pregnancies 
can give birth naturally in a 
more relaxing environment, 
supported by midwives. 

On September 20, Noah 
Awopetu was born - with the 
help of the midwife who 
helped deliver the centre’s 
first born. 

His mother, Ebere 
Awopetu, gave birth to her 
son just an hour after arriv¬ 
ing at the home-from-home 
birth centre. 

She said: “During the preg¬ 
nancy, I went for a tour of 
the birth centre and as soon 
as I saw the facilities and the 
level of cleanliness in the 
unit, I was won over. 

“I knew straightaway that 


I wanted to give birth there 
and began to get in the 
mind-set of having a natural 
birth. 

“The midwives were fan¬ 
tastic - I just couldn’t fault 
their care. 

“The attention to detail 
was really impressive, and I 
am really pleased that I 
chose the birth centre.” 

For Ms Ebere’s midwife, 
team leader Katie Hamilton, 
the occasion was extra spe¬ 
cial. 

Ms Hamilton said: “I was 
lucky enough to help deliver 
the first baby in the unit, 
and now have the honour of 
having welcomed the 100th. 

“All of the team wanted to 
be the one to deliver the one 
hundredth baby, but I just 
happened to be in the right 
place at the right time. 

“Noah’s birth was a lovely 
one to be a part of - it was 
very calm, even though it 
was very quick.” 

The unit, which includes 
three separate rooms, two 
birthing pools, specially- 
made bean bag sofas and re¬ 
clining chairs, is already 
proving to be a hit with par¬ 
ents-to-be across the area, 
according to the trust.

‘Patients put off complaining due to complicated system’ 


More than 1,000 patients in 
the county are failing to com¬ 
plain about poor care due to 
the process being too compli¬ 
cated or frustrating. 

Almost one in three people 
throughout England experi¬ 
enced poor quality care, but 


only a third actually com¬ 
plain about it. 

A report by Healthwatch 
Surrey said at least 1,600 inci¬ 
dents had gone unreported in 
the past 12 months. 

Mike Rich, chief executive 
of Healthwatch Surrey, said: 


“We know that the main rea¬ 
son people complain when 
they receive poor care is to 
save other people suffering 
the same in the future. 

’’Unfortunately, the current 
system is making it very 
tough for people to make 


their voices heard.” 

There were more than 
30,000 written complaints re¬ 
ported to the NHS in 2012-13.

Raising hospital cash 
after baby’s life saved 


A newborn baby kept in an 
induced coma for the first 
three weeks of his life is alive 
today thanks to the efforts of 
a neonatal unit, his family 
has said. 

Louie Luke Garbutt was 
born on April 30 at St Helier 
Hospital after a normal full- 
term pregnancy. 

However, complications 
during his birth, where he be¬ 
came distressed and his 
lungs stopped working, lead 
to doctors performing an 
emergency caesarian. 

His father Luke Garbutt, 27, 
of Ash Close, Banstead, said: 
“He wasn’t breathing. 

“They had to put him on a 
resuscitator. 

“For the first 45 minutes we 
didn’t know if he was alive. 

“His lungs weren’t working 
and he wasn’t being supplied 
with oxygen. 

“He was kept in an induced 
coma for the first three weeks 
of his life. 


“The neonatal unit in St He¬ 
lier Hospital were just 
fantastic. 

“We owe our son’s life to 
them. As a small token I just 
want to raise money for 
them.” 

After Louie was discharged 
from hospital, his parents 
Luke and mother Kyleigh 
Hayden, 27, decided to take 
on a series of challenges and 
fundraisers for the hospital 
before Louie celebrated his 
first birthday. 

He has already run a half¬ 
marathon in Reigate and a 70- 
mile cycle around Box Hill. 

He said: “I just want to 
smash out as many events as 
I can and have told my 
friends that if they have any 
items they are taking to char¬ 
ity that I will car boot it to 
raise more funds for St 
Helier.”

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Smoking guns 


For a taste of what visitors 
can expect from Bourne Hall’s 
comprehensive exhibition 
exploring Epsom and Ewell 
during World War I, the 
museum’s curator, 

Jeremy Harte, has given the 
Epsom Guardian an insight 
into some of the interesting 
items on display. This week, 
he explains how cigarettes 
saved a soldier’s life. 

Today we think of cigarettes 
as taking lives, not saving 
them, but the perspective was 
very different in World War I. 

The comfort provided by 
tobacco made life in the 
trenches tolerable, and it was 
an act of friendship to hand 
out cigarettes, so civilians 
were encouraged to send 
them to the troops. 

Sometimes this had unex¬ 
pected advantages. 

AV Howse was a fit young 
man before the war, taking 
part in cross-country 


running races and often win¬ 
ning them, so when he was 
called up it was no surprise 
he went into the army. 

He had led a sheltered life 
as a clerk before the war, 
but he had developed the 
knack of handling all types of 
men, which was put to good 
use when in the army, and 
by the age of 18 he had 
be promoted to the rank of 
sergeant. 

It was while fighting in the 
slaughter of the Somme that 
he was hit in the chest by a 
bullet. 

Soldiers wore no body 
armour in those days, 
and to be shot in the 
chest was normal¬ 
ly fatal. 

But Sgt 
Howse’s num¬ 
ber was not on 
the bullet that 
day. 

It struck his cigarette 
case and the buckle of his 


webbing. You can still see the 
dent it made, pictured below. 

Later in the Battle of the 
Somme he got whiff of mus¬ 
tard gas and it was this, after 
years of having trouble with 
his chest, that finally killed 
him - in 1964. 

□ Bourne Hall’s exhibition, 
Epsom and Ewell in the Great 
War, will be on display at the 
museum, in Spring Street, 
Ewell, until December 31. 



Cakes on 
the run... 


Students studying World 
War I raised £40 for the Royal 
British Legion by baking 
trench cakes of the kind 
which were sent to the Front 
during the war. 

Year 9 students at Ewell 
Castle School, in Church 
Street, Ewell, were asked to 
bake their own trench cakes, 
which were a wartime 
favourite, as part of the 
school’s plans to commemo¬ 
rate the centenary of the 
World War I. 

Trench cake was prepared 
mostly by the mothers and 
wives of soldiers during 
World War I and sent to them 
at the front. 

Soldiers suffered from con¬ 
stipation as their diet lacked 
fruit and vitamins, but the 
fruit cake helped a bit. The 
cake also provided troops 
with an emotional and moral 
lifting boost.

Alfie back 
after bites 



Alfie is a four-year-old Springer 
Spaniel who first came to see 
us in early September. 

He had been on holiday in 
Devon and, during his 
adventures, had been bitten by 
hundreds of ticks. While he was 
well in himself, he had multiple 
unusual lumps on his head and 
neck. Over the course of the 
next few days to weeks, Alfie 
became more and more lumpy. 

He started to get lumps all 
over his feet and elbows, his lips 
became thickened, all the 
lymph nodes around his body 
became enormous, and even his 
testicles swelled. 

Understandably, he also 
started to become quiet and 
not himself. 

It's very rare to see such 
unusual changes in a dog; 
definitely not an everyday 
presentation. We started trying 
to work out what was wrong 
with Alfie by taking a blood 
sample and also taking some 
cells from one of his lumps and 
one of his lymph nodes. 

Unfortunately the results of 
these tests were not enough to 
give us a diagnosis. 

The next step involved 
surgically removing one of his 
lumps and a lymph node and 
sending these to a pathologist. 

We are very fortunate to use 
an excellent veterinary 


laboratory and they were 
able to perform some very 
specialised tests on the samples 
we sent as well as looking at all 
the cells in the lump and lymph 
node. 

The lab ran some DNA tests to 
check the samples for unusual 
diseases such as bartonella, 
lyme disease and tuberculosis - 
some of which can be spread by 
ticks. 

While these were all negative, 
amazingly the lab found a 


bacterium in Alfie's lymph node 
called Mycoplasma cynos. This 
bacterium can cause a number 
of different clinical problems 
and can be treated by 
antibiotics. 

The good news is that Alfie 
is 100 per cent back to being 
himself after treatment. 

His lumps and bumps have 
all disappeared and he's now 
allowed to be treated as per 
normal. Another holiday in 
Devon is on the horizon. 



What happens when your animal 
has a general anaesthetic? 

At the vet's, we anaesthetise 
animals on a daily basis for a 
number of reasons, whether 
for routine operations such as 
neutering, more complex 
operations, or even to allow 
tests such as X-rays. Dental 
procedures also have to be 
carried out under anaesthetic 
as animals are less likely to sit 
in the chair and say ahh! 

Keeping our patients safe 
during their anaesthetic is key. 
They are starved overnight 
(except very young animals and 
small furries such as rabbits and 
guinea pigs) and have a full 
clinical exam including heart 
i, temperature and blood

pressure (if appropriate). If they 
need fluids, then a catheter is 
placed into the vein and fluids 
are connected. 

They then receive a pre¬ 
medication drug which provides 
pain relief and light sedation to 
allow for a smoother induction 


of anaesthesia. An induction 
agent (which is a drug that 
provides a few minutes of 
anaesthesia) is then placed in 
the patient's vein. This allows 
them to fall asleep. 

Then the vet and nurse place a 
tube into the pet's airway to 
provide oxygen and gaseous 
anaesthetic to keep them asleep 
for the rest of the procedure. 

The veterinary nurse plays a 
key role in monitoring and 
recording the patient's vital 
signs. 

They relay information to the 
vet and, together, they ensure a 
safe anaesthetic is carried out. 

Heart rate, respiratory rate, the 
levels of oxygen in the blood, 
blood pressure and temperature 


are recorded every five minutes. 

The patient is watched to 
ensure they stay at the correct 
depth of anaesthesia and have 
adequate pain relief. 

If changes in the vital signs are 
noticed then action can be 
taken. For example, if the levels 
of oxygen in the blood decrease 
it may mean the patient is not 
breathing well enough. 

This can be corrected by 
squeezing the bag on the 
anaesthetic machine which 
allows more gas to flow through 
the airway tube and into the 
lungs. 

Patients can be ventilated like 
this throughout the procedure if 
required. Certain breeds of dog 
and cat with short noses (Bull 


dogs or Persians) require this 
more often than longer nosed 
breeds. 

We like our patients to come 
round from the anaesthetic as 
smoothly as possible. The pre¬ 
medication drugs help by 
providing ongoing sedation for a 
few hours after. 

At Frean and Smyth, our 
kennel nurse takes over 
monitoring a patient's recovery 
once they are back in bed until 
they are sitting up and ready to 
go home. 

Plenty of TLC is provided 
throughout the patient's stay 
and we try to make things as 
smooth and as stress-free as 
possible for both them and their

British house-hunters feel 
increasingly disenfranchised by 
the lack of affordable housing, 
according to new research. 

With only 134,460 new 
properties completed over a 
period of a year, there aren't 
enough new homes being built 
to meet demand, let alone 
tackle the backlog of years of 
underdevelopment, says 
Gocompare.com Mortgages which 
carried out a survey of 2,000 
adults. 

The research shows that people 
take a dim-view of their prospects 
of getting onto the property 
ladder. 

Of those looking to buy a home: 

• 26 per cent feel that the UK is 
becoming a two-tier society of 
property haves and have nots 

• 23 per cent said 'I expect I will 
only be able to buy a home if I buy 
with someone else' 

• Though 18 per cent say that the 
government is responsible for the 
shortage of affordable homes, 14 
per cent think that buy-to-let 
landlords are to blame 

• 17 per cent don't think that 
they will ever own their own home 

• 12 per cent said that 'it angers 
me that I can't afford to buy a 
house in the neighbourhood 
where I grew up' 

• And 10 per cent think that the 
only way they'll end up owning a 
property is if they're left one in a 
will! 

It also appears that people could 
be forced to move around the 
country to put down roots. 

Over a quarter (29 per cent) of 
would-be homebuyers said that 
they'd have to stretch themselves 
financially or borrow money from 
friends or family to find properties 
in the areas where they want to 
live. 

As such a fifth (20 per cent) say 
that they have had to expand their 
search to towns and cities outside 
of their preferred area, while 14 
per cent have come to the 
realisation that if they want to live 


in their chosen region they'll have 
to rent. And six per cent are so fed 
up that they have completely 
given up looking for a home to 
buy. 

Those surveyed said they would 
consider moving, on average, up to 
26 miles away from their preferred 
location to find an affordable 
home. Over a fifth (21 per cent) 


would expand their search to 
between 26 and 50 miles, while 
five per cent would look for 
housing more than 101 miles away. 

Matt Sanders, spokesperson for 
Gocompare.com Mortgages, said: 
"It's easy to see why people feel so 
frustrated with the UK's housing 
market. Not only are there not 
enough houses being built, but 


people face having to move away 
from their friends, families and 
hometowns if they want to buy 
a home of their own. 

"It's clear that the government 
needs to do more to help address 
the lack of affordable housing if 
people are to take part in that 
most British of pursuits - owning 
a home."
